Streamline DoD, Drop 14 Ass’t Sec’ys, 
Strengthen JCS, House Leaders Demand 


Congressional dissatisfaction with the 
Pentagon chain of command erupted this 
week into a broadside proposal to 
“streamline” top decision-making within 
the Defense Department and to give 
broader powers to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) and two 
top members of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee revealed plans to elimi- 
nate the “weaknesses in the present or- 
ganization” and strengthen “those fea- 
tures which have proven to be valid at- 
tributes in our national defense.” 

Identical bills to put the plan into ef- 
fect were introduced by Chairman Vin- 
son, Representative Leslie J. Arends 
(Ill.), ranking Republican member of the 
Armed Services Committee, and Repre- 
sentative Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex), on 26 
February. The legislation will: 

@ Eliminate five Assistant Secretaries 


of Defense and the Defense Department 
General Counsel. 

® Restrict the functions of the Defense 
Department Comptroller. 

@ Create a new Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for Materiel Requirements. 

e Eliminate the Under Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force. 

e Eliminate two Assistant Secretaries 
from each of the three Services. 

e Limit civilian employees in the Of- 
fice of the Secretary of Defense to 600, 
thereby eliminating 1,800 employees and 
“an unknown number of ad hoc com- 
mittees.” 

@ Provide membership on the National 
Security Council for the Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy, and Air Force. 

e Strengthen and tighten JCS control 
of the unified commands. 

e Authorize JCS members to delegate

The Navy hopes to convert a 45,000-ton 
Iowa-class battleship to service as an 
auxiliary supply ship. 

In an interview with THE JOURNAL, 
RAdm. Roy L. Johnson, Director, Long 
Range Objective Group, Office of CNO, 
revealed the Navy’s desire for authoriza- 
tion to convert a mothballed BB into a 
prototype logistics support vessel in the 
“immediate future.” 

This could mean the Navy will ask 
Congress for conversion funds in the Fis- 
cal Year 1960 budget.

statement that there seems to be an 
unanimous desire to provide a pay system 
which best meets the needs of the Armed 
Forces. He said the only “issue” is 
whether the Cordiner proposals, the De- 
fense Department bill or “possibly some 
other approach” is the right answer. 

Assistant Secretary of Defense William 
H. Francis, jr., indicated to both the 
Stennis and Kilday Subcommittees that 
he is willing to make concessions. 

He said he is agreeable to a suggested 
change in the bill which would assure 
that any enlisted man who is promoted 
to officer rank would not lose pay as a 
result. The House committee had pointed 
out that such could be the result under 
the current terms of the bill. 

Secretary Francis also indicated that 


the Pentagon is ready to consider a Con- 
gressional move to provide added step- 
in-grade pay increases for enlisted men 
in the lower pay grades. If adopted, as it 
is expected to be, this change could aid 
in eliminating some of the pressures to 
retain the present longevity system. 

Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy, 
the three Service Secretaries and the uni- 
formed heads of each of the Services gave 
strong support to the pay measure in 
appearances before the Kilday Subcom- 
mittee. Secretary McElroy and General 
Nathan F. Twining, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, also appeared be- 
fore the Stennis Subcommittee. 

Mr. McElroy told both groups that he 
recognizes that the job is not done when 
the new pay bill is passed. He said, “A 
compensation plan will be only as good 
as the administration of it. We are con- 
scious of our responsibility in this re- 
gard. We expect to be held to it.” 

General Twining put pay “at the very 
top of the priority list.” He said all of 
the Services might not agree on priorities 
for weapons systems “but there is no 
difference of opinion on our personal

The Army set in motion top level as- 
signment changes with the announce- 


| ment 26 February that Lt, Gen. Clyde D. 


Eddleman will be shifted from the Pen- 
tagon to an overseas assignment. 

THE JOURNAL has predicted that Gen- 
eral Eddieman, Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Military Operations since September 
1955, will succeed Lt. Gen. Bruce C. 
Clarke, Jr., commanding general of the 
7th Army in Germany. 


General Eddleman’s successor will be 
Lt. Gen. James E. Moore, High Commis- 
sioner of the Ryukyus on Okinawa, Gen- 
eral Moore, who comes to Washington 1 
June, will be succeeded a month earlier 
by Lt. Gen. Donald P. Booth, Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Personnel. 


It is expected that General Clarke will 
be elevated shortly to four-star rank to 
replace General Willard G. Wyman as 
commanding general of the Continental 
Army Command at Ft. Monroe, Va. Gen- 
eral Wyman had been scheduled for re- 
tirement this March, but was extended 
on active duty until 31 July. 

The Army announcement did not indi- 
cate Eddleman’s specific assignment, nor 
did it say who will replace Booth.

Tax Relief Is Ruled 
For Disabled Retired 


Thousands of retired Service person- 
nel who received taxable disability re- 
tired pay may now exempt large portions 
of it from income tax as “sick pay” and 
be eligible for income tax refunds as far 
back as 1954. 


Under Internal Revenue Service ruling 





58-43, members of the Armed Forces re- J 
tired for physical disability are auto-} 
matically considered absent from work | 
on account of injuries or sickness and 
may exclude up to $100 per week of the 
taxable portion of their disability re- 
tired pay as “sick pay” until they reach § 
“retirement age.” To take advantage of} 
this tax exemption they do not have to} 
have an additional illness or be hospital- 
ized. 


“Retirement Age” 


In the case of all officers and warrant 
officers, “retirement age” is the age 





at which they would have completed 40° 
years’ service or age 62, whichever is? 
earlier. For enlisted members it is the) 
point at which they would have com- 
pleted 30 years’ service, regardless of 
age. 

The ruling, given 14 February, held? 
that officers retired for causes other than / 
physical disability, such as for age or 
length of service, are not considered ab- 
sent from work because of sickness or 
personal injury. These officers are not 
entitled to exclude any part of their re 
tired pay from taxable gross income 
even though they were sick or injured 
and hospitalized as a result thereof. 


Entitled To Refunds 


The effect of the ruling is that man) 
disability retired personnel will be en- 
titled to refunds on returns filed for 
previous years and not yet precluded b) 
the statute of limitations. 

It should be noted that returns fo: 
the calendar year 1954 were due to bs 
filed by 15 April 1955, but claims for 
refunds for that year may be filed unt 
on or before 15 April 1958. The date ¢ 
filing, according to the Internal Revenu 
Service, is the date on which the claim 
are actually in the Commissioner’s hand:

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Missiles Have No Discretion, Reliability 
Still Low, AFA Told, ‘Need Man In Airplane’

The advent of missiles has not negated 
the “continuing operational need for 
manned aircraft,” Maj. Gen. James Fer- 
guson, Director of Requirements, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Development, stresses. 

Speaking at the Air Force Association’s 
Fourth Jet Age Conference in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on 26 February, the General 
took issue with “significant elements in 
the country” who would ‘stampede’ the 
Air Force “into outer space, leaving lit- 
tle else behind.” 

He said “the role of airpower in our 
national security requires that a respon- 
sive and responsible Air Force be capable 
of an hour-by-hour basis of confronting 
and defeating Communist aggression in 
any of the various forms in which it may 
appear. We cannot, on the one hand, be 
the deterring force that prevents all-out 
assault, while, on the other hand, we 
forsake the capability to deal with nib- 
bling aggression, subversion or any other 
forms of Soviet military advance.” 

The General told his audience that 
manned aircraft provide mobility, flexi- 
bility and discretion. Discretion, he 
noted, cannot yet be built into a missile. 

Discretion in the air, General Fergu- 
son said, continues to remain a strong 
deterrent to aggression. Manned planes, 
he pointed out, are needed to locate hid- 
den targets and to destroy small-hard- 
ened targets. 

“With all their capability, the destruc- 
tive power of the missile is not equal to 
that of the manned bomber,” the Devel- 
opment Director said. “In warfare, vic- 
tory demands the ability to render en- 
emy military strength ineffective. The 
enemy will protect his military resources. 
They will be hardened, camouflaged and 
dispersed. It will be necessary to ferret 
them out and attack them with high 
orders of accuracy and large weapons.” 

At the same time, he stated, “in any 
new, highly complex endeavor such as 
missile and space flight, reliability is in- 
itially lower than we can afford, both 
economically and operationally. In this 
respect, the unique ability of man to ob- 
serve, to reason and to react with cor- 
rective override action gives to the man-

An Unmanned Weapon 

Speaking on the same AFA program, 
Dr. George E. Valley, jr., concurred with 
Maj. Gen. James Ferguson, that “too 


| many people take missiles for granted” 
| and have come to feel “because missiles 


are new and remarkable feats of tech- 


| nology, that they must automatically be 
| superior weapons.” 





“Actually,” the Chief Air Force Scien- 
tist stated, “there is no such thing as an 
unmanned weapon system.” 

He said that even if push-button mis- 
sile warefare actually does come into 
being, someone will have to push the 
button. 

The Chief Scientist said that many 
proponents of the guided missile use the 
“economic argument that missiies, once 
made can be stored, like rifle bul- 
lets, against the day they may be needed; 
whereas manned aircraft being flown 
continuously wear out, consume fuel, 
spare parts and the like.” 

He told his audience that such an ar- 
gument is not only “fallacious” but 
“dangerous.” 

“We need not arguments,” he said, 
“but dispassionate plans for integrating 
missiles into our forces. 

“Those who support the missile to the 
exclusion of the manned bomber,” Dr. 
Valley said, “seem to argue that the 
strategic war is no longer a battle be- 
tween men, but something more anala- 
gous to an engineering demolition team.”

UK To Get AF Thor Echelon In May; 
500-600 To Comprise Pioneer Unit 


The Air Force will deploy the advance 
echelon of its first Douglas IRBM Thor 
squadron to the United Kingdom in May. 


The 572d Strategic Missile Squadron, 
under Colonel Harry J. Zink, will become 
operational and will be in the UK until 
it is replaced eventually by an RAF unit. 


Colonel Zink told a reporter at the 
Air Force Association Jet Age Conference 
in Washington, D. C., that his pioneer 
squadron will be made up of about 500- 
600 officers and airmen—probably larger 
than successor units. 

Attending the Jet Age sessions with 
Colonel Zink was Col. William C. Erlen- 
busch, who will command the first 
Chrysler IRBM Jupiter squadron going 
overseas, This unit will leave the U. S. 
before the end of the year, but its desti- 
nation has not yet been made known. 

Colonel Zink’s executive officer is Lt. 
Col. Clarence Lollar. The Jupiter exec 
is Lt. Col. James Brewster. 

Colonel Zink said that Thor personnel 
will be rotated from the UK to the United 
States for periodic tests involving actual 
combat readiness firings. 

The Thor squadron was activated 1 
January at Cook AFB, Cal. The Jupiter 
unit, which will have about 700 person- 
nel, is in training at the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency, Huntsville, Ala. 

The timetable for the Thor deployment 
became known 26 February, two days 
after a joint US-UK announcement that

To Support Jupiter Decision; Backs SecDef. 


Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) of the 
House Armed Services Committee has 
blasted Air Force reluctance “to give 
wholehearted support” to Secretary of 
Defense Neil H. McElroy’s December de- 
cision to put 
both the Army 
Thor and the Air 
Force Jupiter in- 
to production. 

Secretary of 
the Air Force 
James H. Doug- 
las told the 
Armed Services 
Committee re- 
cently (THE 
JOURNAL, 15 Feb.) 
that he plans to 
ask the Defense 
Secretary to re- 
open the case. 

Chairman Vin- 
son says he can- 
not understand the Air Force’s attitude. 

In a letter to Secretary McElroy, the 
powerful House member has offered to 
support the Secretary’s decision. If only 
money is needed, he said, “you will have 
my complete support in requesting what- 
ever additional funds may be required to 
insure the deployment of the Jupiter 
squadrons,” 


Pride Must Bow 


Congressman Vinson said, “In the final 
analysis, Service pride must bow to the 
overriding need of an IRBM capability 
at the earliest practicable date.” 

Secretary Douglas has told the Com- 
mittee that he is “troubled” by the cost 
of producing both missiles, He said the 
desire is growing in the Air Force to 
limit the program “to one missile and 
to save the money that could be saved 
by producing only one missile and train- 
ing units for only one missile.” 


Chairman Vinson 


Mr. Vinson’s Letter 


Here is what Chairman Vinson had to 
say on the subject in his letter to Secre- 
tary McElroy: 

‘Dear Mr. Secretary: 

“On Friday of last week, February 7, the 
Secretary of the Air Force testified before 
the committee, in executive session, during 
the continuation of the committee’s investi- 
gation of various aspects of national defense, 
including the missile program. 

“During Secretary Douglas’ testimony he 
was questioned on the various aspects of the 
Jupiter-Thor matter. This discussion in- 
cluded a consideration of your decision of 
last fall to produce both the Thor and the 
Jupiter missiles and, within a limited total 
number of squadrons, to deploy an equal 
number of squadrons of each. 


AF Favors Thor 


“From the testimony of Secretary Doug- 
las, it is obvious to me that he has serious 
reservations as to the wisdom of deploying 
an equal number of squadrons of both the 
Thor and the Jupiter. While he has not 
stated the precise details of his thinking, it 
seems clear to me that he favors the Thor 
over the Jupiter, would like to have a 
greater number of Thor squadrons and a 
consequent reduction in the planned deploy- 
ment of Jupiter squadrons, and that he pro- 
poses to make some recommendations to 
you on this matter within the next 10 days. 

‘There is available in your office a tran- 
script of the testimony of February 7 cov- 
ering this matter, I refer you to pages 1987 
through 1990, when Secretary Douglas was 
questioned. I think that the attitude if Sec- 
retary Douglas is best indicated in his testi- 
mony on page 1990 when he stated in part: 
‘I indicated the program as it progresses 
tends to produce a desire to limit it to 1 
missile and to save the money that could be 
saved by producing only 1 missile and train- 
ing units for only 1 weapon.’ 

“On the basis of the foregoing, I would 
expect Secretary Douglas to make recom- 
mendations to you which would limit the 
deployment of the Jupiter squadrons to no 
more than 2, and perhaps only 1. 

“This situation must be related to our 
current contractual commitments for the 
Jupiter as well as the Thor. As you know, 
the Army has let a production-line contract 
for the Jupiter to the Chrysler Corp., which 
contract involves an expenditure of approxi- 





mately $30 million, At the same time, it is 
recognized that the Redstone Arsenal has 
some capability for the production of the 
Jupiter missile. The committee has pre- 
viously received testimony which would in- 
dicate that we could obtain sufficient pro- 
duction of the Jupiter from the Redstone . 
Arsenal to meet the missile requirements of 
1 Jupiter squadron by a relatively early 
date in 1959. 


Express Concern 


“There is also some feeling that if this 
capability at Redstone Arsenal received 
maximum utilization that sufficient missiles 
for a second Jupiter squadron could be ob- 
tained from that source. It is the relation 
of this possibility to the testimony and cur- 
rent thinking of Secretary Douglas that 
causes Me some concern. 

“Tf there is any possibility that no more 
than 2 Jupiter squadrons will be deployed, 
and that sufficient missiles to equip those 2 
Squadrons could be obtained through maxi- 
mum utilization of the capabilities at Red- 
Stone Arsenal, then I ean see no justifica- 
tion for continuing the $30 million produc- 
tion contract with Chrysler Corp. On the 
other hand, if your decision to deploy more 
than two Jupiter squadrons remains firm, 
the production contract with Chrysler will 
clearly remain valid. 

““‘While I would not presume to inject my- 
self into a decision which is properly yours, 
the testimony to which I have herein referred 
clearly indicates to me that there is dis- 
agreement with your prevailing decision on 
this matter, Until this disagreement is re- 
solved, it is obvious that the Redstone Ar- 
senal will not know the nature of the re- 
quirements to be placed on it, the Chrysler 
Corp, cannot be sure whether or not it wil! 
be faced with the termination of its produc- 
tion contract, the Army will not know the 
full scope of its training requirement of Air 
Force personnel on the Jupiter missile, and 
there will continue to be Air Force reluc- 
tance in giving wholehearted support to the 
decision in its present form. 


Sees Reluctance 


‘“‘When you appeared before this commit- 
tee on January 15, 1958, you reaffirmed your 
previous decision as to the number of Jupi- 
ter and Thor squadrons to be deployed. The 
production contract had already been let 
to Chrysler, In addition, neither the Jupiter 
nor the Thor had fully met all flight tests 
and, so far as I know, that remains the situa- 
tion today. It is for this reason that I fail 
to understand the reluctance of the Air Force 
to give wholehearted support to the decision 
which you have already reached. But, since 
the reluctance obviously exists, I feel that 
I must express to you my complete readiness 
to support your decision, If this is simply a 
question of money, I want you to know that 
you will have my complete support in re 
questing whatever additional funds may be 
required to insure the deployment of the 
Jupiter squadrons. In the final analysis, 
service pride must bow to the overriding 
need of an IRBM capability at the earliest 
practicable date,

to their vice chiefs many “details of ad- 
ministration” within their respective 
services, 

® Limit tours in the Joint Staff to three 
years. 

Congressmen Vinson, Arends, and Kil- 
day held a joint press conference to ex- 
plain their action. 

They said the proposed changes are 
“intended to provide a more streamlined 
organization of the Department of De- 
fense” by “removing administrative con- 
fusion” that now “impede and obstruct 
decision-making by the Secretary of De- 
fense,” : 

Witnesses testifying before the Com- 
mittee during its investigation of mili- 
tary missile programs (just completed) 
charged over and over again that most 
of the obstruction and delay they have 
encountered at the Pentagon stem from 
action originating in the offices of the 
Assistant Secretaries of Defense, the De- 
fense Department Comptroller and the 
Bureau of the Budget. 

In reply to a question, Chairman Vin- 
son noted that his committee has no jur- 
isdiction over the Budget Bureau. 

_ Chairman Vinson said a Special Armed 
Services Subcommittee on Reorganiza- 
tion of the Department of Defense, 
headed by Congressman Kilday, will be- 
gin hearings on the reorganization plan 
about 1 April, or as soon as it completes 
its present hearings on the military pay 

Under the proposed reorganization, the 
Defense Department and the three mili- 
tary departments would be authorized 
a Secretariat totaling 15 members as op- 
posed to the present 29. 

The Assistant Secretaries of Defense 
to be eliminated under the plan are those 
charged with Public Affairs, Interna- 
tional Security Affairs, Health and Medi- 
cal Affairs, Supply and Logistics and 
Properties and Installations. In addition, 
the Defense Department General Coun- 





sel, who now has the status of an assis- 
tant secretary, would be relegated to the 
position of “Special Assistant” to the 
Secretary of Defense. 

There also would be established “Spe- 
cial Assistants” for Public Affairs and 
for Legislation. 

The new Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense for Materiel Requirements, to be 
created by the proposal, would take 
over the duties of the Assistant Secre- 
taries for Supply and Logistics and for 
Property and Installations. 

The Assistant Secretaries to be elimi- 
nated from the Army, Navy and Air 
Force were not designated by specific 
title. 

The three members of the Armed 
Services Committee pointed out that 
their proposed legislation will bring the 
Military Departments into “closer rela- 
tionship with defense planning by pro- 
viding that the Secretaries of the Mili- 
tary Departments shall be members of 
the National Security Council. 

They said the change “will further 
integrate our military capabilities with 
broad national strategy.” 

The proposal also restricts the func- 
tion of the Comptroller of the Defense 
Department and sets limits on his au- 
thority with respect to military planning. 
It specifically precludes the Comptroller 
from exercising any supervision, control 
or judgment over the military justifica- 
tions for programs and requirements of 
the Military Departments. 

The three House members pointed out 
that the proposal does not affect fiscal 
responsibilities of the Comptroller. 


The sponsors said a “significant fea- 
ture” of the reorganization proposal is 
the provision which limits OSD civilian 
employees to 600. This move, they said, 
“not only eliminates 1,800 civilian posi- 
tions, but undoubtedly will eliminate an 
unknown number of ad hoc committees.” 

The three Congressmen said their plan 
“strengthens and tightens the control 





of the Joint Chiefs of Staff over the Uni- 
fied Commands by giving the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff responsibility not only for estab- 
lishment of unified commands but also 
for assignment and withdrawal of forces, 
designation of geographic boundaries and 
the necessary coordination between such 
commands.” 

They said, “This will have the effect 
of enhancing operational efficiency of the 
unified commands and stabilizing the as- 
signment of forces composing them. It 
will have the beneficial effect of leaving 
no doubt as to where the lines of re- 
sponsibility and authority are with re- 
spect to our forces.” 

In addition, they noted, the Dill 
strengthens the JCS "by providing the 
legal encouragement and authority for 
them to delegate to the Vice Chiefs of 
Staff in the Army and the Air Force, the 
Vice Chief of Naval Operations in the 
Navy, and the Assistant Commandant of 
the Marine Corps in the Marine Corps, 
many of the details of administration.” 

The joint announcement said this step 
“will permit the uniformed Service Chiefs 
greater freedom to engage in strategic 
planning,” but “will in no way separate 
the uniformed chief of any Service from 





his position as the head of his Service.” 

They said it also “will assure the ef- 
fective continuation of that indispensable 
attribute of the Joint Chiefs of Staff sys- 
tem, the combination of authority to plan 
with responsibility to execute those plans, 
which rerults from having Service chiefs 
serving as members of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff.” ; 

The proposal also limits tours in the 
Joint Staff to three years, except in time 
of war declared by Congress. The spon- 
sors said this provision has two pur- 
poses: “First, it will prevent the creation 
of a self-perpetuating clique of special 
staff officers who would be increasingly 
isolated from combat realities. Second, 
it will provide for an in-flow of current 
and realistic military experience to the 
Joint Staff and an out-flow to the opera- 
tional commands of officers experienced 
in military planning at the national 
level.” 

In substance, they said, the bill calls 
for reorganizational changes which will 
improve national security by providing a 
defense system “that exposes rather than 
obscures facts, that reveals rather than 
conceals problems, and facilitates rather 
than impedes decisions.”

“A” stands for auxiliary; the “O” for 
petroleum products; and, the “E” for am- 
munition. 

Admiral Johnson said such a_ ship 
would permit a Task Force to remain on 
station approximately three times as 
long as it can at the present time. 

He pointed out that the Atomic-Age 
Task Force is spread over an area of 
about 300 miles. The cruisers are gener- 
ally deployed about 50 to 60 miles away 
from the carrier they protect, while the 
destroyers are 15 to 20 miles away. 

If an “AOE” were attached to the 
Task Force, she would be able to steam 
to the supporting ships to supply them 





with fuel, aviation gasoline and missiles. 
This means that the protecting ships 
would not have to pull in close to the 
carrier and weaken the “defense in 
depth.” In other words, there would be 
no gaps in defense since all ships in the 
Task Force would be able to remain in 
their assigned areas. 

At the same time, the Admiral said, 
the Navy is thinking in terms of the

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Will Issue ARDC Improved ’Chute Soon 


The Air Force will shortly put into 
service an improved parachute which 
enables jet pilots to eject safely at low 
altitudes. 

The new “Guide Personnel” parachute, 
accepted as standard equipment, was de- 
veloped by the Air Research and Devel- 
opment Command. 


Tests conducted by ARDC scientists 
and technicians, Air Force officials said, 
proved that with the new chute, pilots 
could eject in perfect safety from fast 
flying jets even while streaking down a 


runway.

Sound Personnel Management. It is now evi- 
dent from THE JOURNAL’s survey of the House 
Subcommittee members that the Service pay bill 
which will come out of the House Armed Services 
Committee will be quite different from both the 
draft offered by the Department of Defense and 
the recommendations made by the Cordiner Com- 
mittee. As related in the article on the first page 
of this issue, most of the changes favored by 
the Congressmen represent steps forward for the 
Services. 

For example, the cost of living increase, op- 
posed by Mr. Cordiner, will, it appears, not only 
be retained but will be extended to take in the 
otherwise ignored reiired list. Furthermore, the 
Committee members generaliy agree that if the 
Cordiner increases are desirable there is little 
reason to phase them in gradually. Why not put 
them into effect at once? ask some of the mem- 
bers. Thus this part of the plan may veer more 
closely to the original Cordiner recommendations. 

Meanwhile, with the House Subcommittee well 
along on its series of witnesses and nearing the 
end of its open sessions, the Senate subcommit- 
tee, appointed last Summer, has started hearings 
on both the Administration’s bill and the original 
Cordiner draft. 

Significantly, Senator Stennis, Chairman of the 
Subcommittee, warned at the outset of the hear- 
ings that “the soundness of the management 
program will determine in large part the success 
of the proposed pay plan.” The Chairman an- 
nounced that he wants the Department to ad- 
vise the Subcommittee in detail of what it pro- 
poses to do administratively and what other 
legislation it will recommend to bring about a 
revised manpower management program aimed 
tc raise the level of retention and advancement 
of the most highly qualified personnel. Senator 
Stennis further cautioned that “in the absence 
of an affirmative plan of improvement, pay legis- 
lation will most probably have a very difficult 
path.”’ 

Observers at the Senate hearings noted with 
interest that the Senators made frequent ref- 
erences to points that had come up in the House 
hearings, indicating a close liaison between the 
two groups on this important problem. Thus if 
the two committees continue to work closely to- 
gether it will forestall any serious differences 
when their bills go to conference, and thus assure 
an easier passage. 

The thoroughness and seriousness with which 
the members of both House and Senate Subcom- 
mittees are approaching the problem is hearten- 
ing to the Services and gives promise of the 
ultimate enactment of a helpful bill. 


Reorganize Defense Department. The guard- 
ed statements made by Secretary of Defense Neil 
H. McElroy upon his return from his secluded 
Puerto Rican conference with his reorganization 
consultants, together with the comprehensive 
plan being sponsored by leading members of the 
House Armed Services Committee (see story on 
first page), point the way to certain rather firm 
ecnclusions as to what most likely will come out 
of the current demand for a more efficient or- 
ganization of cur defense administration. 

First, it would seem that there will be no over- 
all single military commander. Mr. McElroy in- 
dicated that the thinking of-his-group at the 
Ramey Air Force Base hide-away did not go along 
those lines. The House Group headed by Chair- 
man Carl Vinson of the House Armed Services 
Committee and including two leading members 
of his committee from both political parties—Rep- 
resentatives Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex.) and Leslie J. 
Arends (R-Ill.)—likewise steered clear of the 
single military chief. Instead the Congressmen

advocate that the Joint Chiefs of Staff be given 
stronger and tighter control over the unified mili- 
tary commands in this country and overseas. To 
lessen the burden on the Service chiefs who are 
members of the JCS, Representative Vinson’s 
group would give them the authority to delegate 
to their vice chiefs many of the administrative 
details within their respective services.

The Congressional plan may appear drastic but 
there is much to commend it. The secretariat 
and the number of employees have expanded far 
beyond that contemplated when the Department 
was organized. In fact, a major complaint of 
witnesses representing both the military and in- 
dustry was that the surplus of officials, sub-offi- 
cials, assistant officials and their collective en- 
tities in the form of standing committees and 
ad hoc committees, constitute a most difficult 
bar to decisions and action. So many individuals 
and groups have to study and make recom- 
mendations on any plan submitted by the work- 
ing agencies that interminable delays result. 
Furthermore, only a few of them have the final 
power to say “yes,’’ the others can only make 
recommendaticns and hold up action. 

Chairman Vinson has designated Representa- 
tive Kilday as chairman of a subcommittee to 
go into the reorganization problem and told him 
to start sessions about 1‘April. Secretary McElroy, 
meanwhile, has said that his report will be ready 
for the President sometime this month, which 
makes it possible for the Administration’s plan 
to be before the Kilday subcommittee when it 
convenes. There is every possibility, therefore, 
that a simplified, streamlined system may fall 
upon the Department of Defense at this session 
of Congress.

From 1948 to 1956 some 5,000 offi- 
cers were given regular commis- 
sions under the Officer Personnel 
Act of 1947; however, service prior 
to 1 January 1948 could not be 
credited in computing rank. Most 
officers accepted this loss of service 
figuring things probably would even 
out in the long run. 

However, in 1956 the Armed 
Forces Regular Officer Augmenta- 
tion Act was passed providing for 
the computation of active commis- 
sioned service from 7 December 
1941. The Air Force portion provides 
for the recomputation of service of 
the previously commissioned officer 
back to Pearl Harbor Day. The Army 
refused to include this provision, 
citing its determination to eliminate 
the “hump” of officers with service 
credit in the middle ranks. 

Initially, under the latest Act, the 
Army gave regular commissions to a 
number of junior reserve officers, 


cently gave to reserve officers 636 
regular commissions of captain 
through colonel. More are planned. 

To most of the Army officers who 
won regular commissions under the 
exacting and highly competitive sys- 
tem established under the 1947 law, 
this latest program of the Army 
represents a raw inequity. This 
newest program directly controverts 
the Army’s explanation that it is at- 
tempting to iron out the excessive 
number of regular officers in the 
middle ranks. Worse, it means that 
for no reason than that they saw fit 
to earn regular commissions in the 
critical years of 1948 through 1955, 
thousands of officers, already behind 
their contemporaries in age and 
service, who received regular com- 
missions prior to 1948, suffer further 
loss of rank and face dimmer pros- 
pects of regular promotion.

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SecDef. McElroy Stresses ‘‘Merit-Proficiency”’ 

ECRETARY of Defense Neil H. McElroy launched the Pentagon pay raise 

presentation before a Senate Armed Services Subcommittee 25 February 
with the assertion that “in my judgment this is of key importance to our 
defense now and in the years to come.” 

Restating the case he made before the House Armed 
Services Subcommittee, Secretary McElroy told the 
Senate group: 

“The revised pay bill is built on a compensation plan 
which is intended to encourage qualified men in both 
enlisted grades and officer grades to look favorably on 
the military as a career opportunity. The increased em- 
phasis it puts on merit and proficiency will make us 
better able to attract and retain good personnel at all 
levels.” 

Secretary McElroy said: “The kind of man we are 
seeking to attract has confidence in his ability, and is 
more than willing to have his success in life depend on 
his ability to demonstrate intelligence and initiative. 
He is looking for an opportunity to advance on his 
merits, and to receive recognition on the basis of his 
performance rather than his length of time on the job.” 


6% Increase “‘Well Merited”’ 


HE House Armed Services Kilday Subcommittee was told by Secretary of 

the Army Wilber M. Brucker that notwithstanding recent progress in the 
career attractiveness field, the manpower retention problem “remains critical.” 

Testifying after Mr. Ralph J. Cordiner had attacked 
the 6% across-the-board increase for those with at least 
two years service, Mr. Brucker said such an adjustment 
“gives a well merited cost of living increase to those 
who otherwise do not benefit under proposed pay 
scales.” 

Secretary Brucker told the Subcommittee that the 
pending legislation, with its modifications of the original 
Cordiner proposals, “provides the essentials of what is 
required in this area. If legislation is to have the de- 
sired effect on retention,” he said, “it will have to pro- 
duce a major impact on personnel. The effect of this 
legislation will be largely dissipated unless our person- 
nel get a strong impression that they are to receive 
truly substantial benefits.” 

It was interesting that Mr. Cordiner, for the very 
same reasons stated by Secretary Brucker, criticized 
the decision to phase officer and warrant officer increases over four years. 
This would tend to reduce the impact of the pay legislation, said Mr. Cordiner.

‘“‘We Simply Cannot Afford” Turnover 
ECLARING that the Navy has become “unbelievably complex . .. you 
name it, we have it,” Secretary Thomas S. Gates, jr., said that “in both 
a monetary and military sense, we simply cannot afford” the loss of trained 
manpower “for lack of en enlightened pay policy.” 

Secretary Gates declared that “without the right kind 
of people, intelligent, devoted and well trained, every- 
thing else is nothing.” 

He told the Subcommittee “it is not fair, it is not 
intelligent” to make people who love the Navy “choose 
between the Navy and a reasonable standard of living 
for their families, a standard that they would have 
little trouble achieving in civil life.” 

Secretary Gates maintained that the pay proposals 
“are not a panacea for all military problems—but I 
think them essential to our military vigor. In all ear- 
nestness, I think the time for action is now, and that 
the action you take should be full and complete.”

Gens. Had More Buying Power As ’39 Capt.-Majs. 


ECRETARY of the Air Force James H. Douglas pointed up his appeal for 

pay legislation that would assure a Professional Force with the assertion 
that “our higher ranking officers are grossly underpaid when one considers 
the tremendous responsibilities they have for the de- 
fense and security of the country.” 

He reported to the Kilday Subcommittee that “our 
general officers are not as well off today, in terms of 
buying power, as they were in 1939 when they were 
captains or majors.” 

Secretary Douglas said: “The Air Force has an urgent 
need for a system of compensation designed to attract 
juality and to provide a more realistic level of pay for 
responsibilities assumed.” 

He said that in Air Force missile wings three out of 
every four officers and more than six out of every 10 
enlisted men must be technicians. 

Said Secretary Douglas: “We don’t need more people 
in uniform. We need more skilled people.” 

Stressing the need for the higher pay at the top 
ranks, Secretary Douglas said: “Ambitious young men 
are not likely to be attracted by a career that pays a competitive salary only 
in its early stages and offers relatively little increase in living standards with 
increased grade and responsibility.” What is needed, he said, is a compensa- 
tion system designed “to provide incentive for capable young men to choose 
the Air Force as a career and to strive for advancement to positions of greater 
responsibility knowing that the rewards will be worth the effort. Only when 
we can retain our personnel,” he said, “can we get the benefits of sound man- 
agement in selection and assignment.” 








Sec’y Douglas 
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The Chiefs Speak; Pay No. 1 Problem . 


HE Joint Chiefs of Staff, led by their Chairman, General Nathan F. 

Twining, USAF, have told Congress of the urgent need for enactment of 
the military pay bill. In the words of General 
Twining, this is a defense need which should be 
put “at the very top of the priority list—in the 
number one spot.” 

The JCS Chairman said the Chiefs may disagree 
over some priorities in the defense effort, but they 
are unanimous in their viewpoint about the top 
priority of a solution to the manpower problem. 

“Military hardware, no matter how devastating 
—or plentiful—is useless without trained, skilled 
manpower and leaders,” General Twining told the 
House Armed Services Subcommittee. “It is a 
simple fact,” he said, “that we are losing trained 
officers and men at an undesirable—and expensive 
—rate. Steps must be taken to reverse this trend 
—steps which I rate even ahead of missiles, air- 
planes and atomic missiles.”

USMA Resignations Hit Record Rate 
ENERAL MAXWELL D. TAYLOR revealed that the resignation rate 
for the USMA ’54 class will reach 27 per cent by the end of the next 
fiscal year—“a higher five year rate than in any other like period in recent 
times.” 

The Chief of Staff said only about 17 per cent of young Army officers are 
remaining in Service upon completion of obligated tours, compared with a 
35 per cent requirement. 

He added that the Army also is failing to retain sufficient numbers of 
quality enlisted personnel for career service, emphasizing that “the Army 
cannot do its job with inferior or mediocre people.” 

General Taylor declared: “We can no longer accept WWII standards and 
simply do the best with what we happen to have. As the Army progresses in 
the quality of its weapons and equipment it must progress in the quality of 
its people as well. We are not getting that essential personnel quality today.” 


Navy Could Save 13,000 Men 
DMIRAL ARLEIGH BURKE was equally specific in describing the impact 
on combat capability and manning levels of the current turnover rates. 
He said that by checking losses and reducing training requirements, the Navy 
could perform its present missions with 13,000 fewer men over a four year 
period if satisfactory retention rates are achieved. 

The Chief of Naval Operations revealed that the Navy is “critically short” 
of junior officers in the 3-12 year service group, being forced to operate with 
a deficit of 3000 line lieutenants in surface ships. Naval Aviation, he said, 
is handicapped by the fact that only three out of seven aviators extend beyond 
their obligated service. 

In the enlisted area, said Admiral Burke, the Navy is showing only a 15 
per cent first term reenlistment rate. 

On the effects of retention on safety, Admiral Burke noted that Anti-Sub- 
marine Squadron 31, operating from the USS Antietam with a 100 per cent 
allowance of experienced personnel flew over 2000 hours with 1200 carrier 
landings without any aircraft accident involving complete losses or fatalities. 
By comparison, nine other similar squadrons manned through normal per- 
sonnel distribution had nine accidents. : 


AF Endorses Cordiner, Seeks Changes be 
ENERAL THOMAS D. WHITE told the Subcommittee that the Air Force 
“has consistently supported the Cordiner Committee Recommendations 
because we have felt they were sound in principle and offered the kind of 
a management concept we need now as well as tomorrow.” 

In his prepared statement, the Air Force Chief of Staff was more explicit 
than the other Chiefs in proposing changes to the pending legislation. 

General White said the phase-in feature which would space officer and war- 
rant officer benefits over four years “dilutes its effectiveness.” He added that 
“the rates in the top grades are somewhat less than we feel are needed.” 

The Air Force Chief pointed out that “there is no provision for an upward 
adjustment of rental allowances,” and said that these are now 28 per cent 
behind the cost of living index. 

“T also feel strongly,” said General White, “that provisions for retired per- 
sonnel should be made, perhaps in separate legislation.” 

He said the Air Force supports the Cordiner proposals for “merit rather 
than mere length of service,” and mentioned also “the need for additional 
compensation for remote and isolated duty.” 

The Subcommittee was told that the Air Force believes “the increased costs 
of the new military pay system reflected in the bill before you today will be 
amortized many times over in the years to come through increased efficiency, 
lower training requirements, and less aircraft and equipment attrition.” 


Marine Commandant Seeks Change 
ENERAL Randolph McC. Pate, Commandant of the Marine Corps, says 
the pay legislation should be amended to provide an extra “longevity 
step-in-grade” for E-2, E-3 and possibly E-4. 

He explained that the enlisted rank distribution of the Corps is different 
from the other Services “and as a result the average Marine. spends longer 
in each grade than do the average members of the other Services.” 

General Pate noted that “our structure provides for a higher percentage 
of men in the lower ranks and a smaller number in the higher ranks—that 
is, more junior men and fewer senior men than the other Services have. 
Additionally,” he added, “with us E-3 is the pay grade of a Corporal. A Ma- 
rine corporal is a non-commissioned officer, and he is given leadership and 
management responsibilities early in his career.” 
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SECDEF McELROY’S EDUCATION is continuing, his pay 
“legislation testimony discloses. He admitted 
that as head of Procter & Gamble, he was less 
alarmed about the loss of skilled military 
manpower than is now the case. He said he 
once thought that the impact of the losses was 
eased by the fact that the technicians from the 
Services were utilizing those skills in 
industry and were thereby contributing to 
lefense. Now he has learned that only about l 
out of 4 use military skills in their civilian 
positions—with a 75 per cent loss to defense 
potential. 





APPROVAL OF THE PAY BILL now before Congress could 
be followed by recall to active duty for a lim 
ited number of top-ranking officers for critical 
assignments, possibly as consultants. In view 
of the fact that the pay measure would een’ ie 

substantial benefits for senior retired officers 
who serve on active duty for a year or more 
President Eisenhower, it is felt, would be less

Will Ask More Funds For Missiles, B-58 


Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy 
disclosed 26 February that he plans to 
ask Congress for authority to spend ad- 
ditional funds for several high priority 
military programs. 

He told the Senate Preparedness Sub- 
committee he will send a new request 
to Congress in the next few weeks. 

The Secretary said he will ask for 
funds to: 


e Step up the Army’s NIKE-ZEUS 
anti-missile missile program. 


e Augment and accelerate the Navy's 
Polaris program. 


e Accelerate production of the super- 
sonic B-58 medium jet bomber. 


The Secretary appeared before the 
committee at the request of Chairman 
Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Tex.) to outline 
steps he has taken to put into effect 
recommendations recently made by the 
subcommittee. 


He indicated the Pentagon soon may 
reach a decision to continue production 
of B-52 bombers and KC-135 jet tankers. 
The production of B-52s is scheduled to 
end in December. A final decision will 
be made during March, Mr. McElroy said.

‘Administrative Action” 
Tangles Annuity Plan 


The Comptroller General has ruled 
that the widow of an Army Major re- 
tired for physical disability as mentally 
incompetent, cannot receive the bene- 
fits of the annuity plan for the survivors 
of retired military personnel because the 
Army failed to take the necessary ad- 
ministrtative action. 

In disallowing the claim of Mrs. Gilda 
Frevola, the Comptroller noted that “the 
record does not disclose that any reply 
was made to her letter of August 28, 1956 
advising the Army Finance Center of her 
election on behalf of her husband to re- 
ceive Veterans Administration disability 
payments in lieu of retired pay and re- 
questing to be advised as to the amount 
and method of making the monthly pay- 
ments required to purchase the annuity 
benefits payable under an election in her 
favor.” 

“Apparently,” the Comptroller said, 
“she was not requested to make such pay- 
ments and thus had at least constructive 
notice that the administrative action nec- 
essary to perfect her right to the annuity 
payments had not been taken. 

“As far as the record shows,” the deci- 
sion said, “she took no action to correct 
that situation.” 

Major Frevola died eleven months 
later, on 22 July 1957. 


The decision also noted that Mrs. Fre- 
vola, prior to her 28 August letter, had 
to submit two applications for annuity 
plan protection, because the original form 
she submitted “could not be located.”

Order Fairchild J-83 | 


For Canadair CL-41 


Fairchild’s new lightweight J-83 turbo- 
jet engine has been selected by Canadair, 
Ltd., a subsidiary of the General Dy- 
namics Corporation to power prototypes 
of its basic trainer, the CL-41. The order 
has just been signed by the two com- 
panies. 

The engines ordered by Canadair are 
models of the J-83 jets being developed 
by the Fairchild Engine Division under 
USAF contract. Deliveries are scheduled 
to permit flight testing of the “Canadair 
Trainer” by spring of 1959. In announc- 
ing receipt of the order, N. E. Newbold, 
jr., Vice President of the Fairchild En- 
gine and Airplane Corporation, and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Engine Division, 
stated that this was the first export or- 
der for an engine in the 2000-lb. thrust 
class. 

The Fairchild engine, which measures 
approximately 67.5” long and 18” in diam- 
eter, is in final development stages. The 
“Canadair Trainer” is a 2-place, side by 
side, single engine airplane designed as a 
basic trainer. It is being built as a pri- 
vate venture by Canadair and meets the 
requirements of military training com- 
mands. 

The J-83 engine also has been selected 
to power the “Bull Goose,” a missile be- 
ing produced by Fairchild for use by the 
Strategic Air Command.

Services Study New RAMAC Data 
System; Aims At Management Aid 


Recently, the Marine Corps announced 
plans to use the Remington Rand Univae 
File Computer to keep electronic control 


A revolutionary electronic data process- | 
ing system is being studied by the Serv- | 


ices for possible use as a management 
tool. 

Known as the 305 RAMAC (Random 
Access Method of Accounting and Con- 
trol), the computer was developed by the 
International Business Machine 
pany’s San Jose, Calif., laboratory. 

IBM officials who demonstrated the 
new machine for the press in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on 18 February, said that the 
device “offers a completely new approach 
to accounting and business control.” 


Up-to-Minute Data 


RAMAC processes individual transac- 
tions as they occur and updates all re- 
lated records in a single step. All files in 
the self-contained, electronic, record- 
keeping system are maintained on an up- 
to-the-minute basis. 

The Navy, which tested RAMAC at the 
Norfolk, Va., Naval Shipyard, placed one 
of the machines into operation at New- 
port, R. I., Supply Depot and installed 
another at the Charleston, S. C., Naval 
Shipyard. 

The Air Defense Command has in- 
stalled one at Hamilton AFB, Calif. 

The Army, which tested a pre-produc- 
tion model at the Louisville, Ky., Medical 
Depot, plans to instali a production model 
there in March, At the same time, the 
Army said, the Finance Corps has the 
machine under consideration for possible 
use, 


Services Not Committed 


The Services emphasized, however, 
that they have not committed themselves 
firmly to the new RAMAC since it is in 
the pioneer stage. It was pointed out that 
a machine of such complexity may re- 
quire evaluation for one to two years be- 
fore a final determination is made. 

At the same time, it was noted, there 
is such a large variety of electronic data 
processing systems on the market, that 
the Services have the opportunity to ac- 
quire machines for specific purposes. 

The Army, for example, uses 22 varie- 
ties of electronic computers.

The IBM 305 RAMAC is built around 
a disk memory unit with a storage ca- 
pacity of five million digits. The memory 
unit consists of 50 magnetic disks ar- 
ranged in a vertical stack.

Any item of information stored in the 
memory unit can be located in millisec- 
onds. 


RAMAC Answers Questions 


The RAMAC can be interrogated by 
the console operator for information, 
such as the warehouse location of a par- 
ticular item of stock, the number on 
hand, their cost, user rate, price, the rate 
of demand and weight of the item. Many 
other statistics suited to a particular 
need can be stored in RAMAC’s memory 
unit. 

Among the wide variety of uses for 
RAMAC, IBM officials cite the following: 
billing, inventory, merchandising control 
for retailers, fund and appropriation ac- 
counting for city and state governments, 
production control for manufacturers, in- 
ventory control for the textile industry, 
and, billing and inventory for an auto- 
motive parts wholesaler. 

To date, an IBM spokesman said, near- 
ly 1,000 of the new machines have been 
ordered by the Government and various 
segments of Industry. 

The RAMAC rents for $3,200 a month or 
may be purchased for $224,000.

bill and their present views could be 
swayed in another direction upon pres- 
entation of convincing arguments by the 
Defense Department or other witnesses. 
They have, however, formed certain 
“interim” opinions and these views are 
reflected in THE JOURNAL poll. Here are 
the questions THE JOURNAL asked and an- 
swers the Congressmen gave: 


Favor Cost-of-Living Increase 

Q—Are you in favor of the 6% cost- 
of-living increase proposed by the De- 
fense Department for all personnel with 
over two years’ service, but opposed by 
Mr. Cordiner? 

A—All 12 members said they favor a 
cost-of-living increase. Ten said they fa- 
vor the 6% Pentagon proposal; two said 
they have not determined whether 6% 
is the correct amount. A number of the 
Congressmen expressed the view that it 
would be grossly unfair to members of 
the Armed Forces if they were not grant- 
ed a cost-of-living increase at a time 
when it is expected that all other Gov- 
ernment workers will receive such an in- 
crease. 


Boost Retired Pay 

Q—Do you favor a pay raise for those 
already on the retired rolls of the Armed 
Forces? 

A-—All 12 members said they favor an 
amendment to the pay bill which would 
grant increased retired pay. Several were 
not certain, however, that a straight 6% 
increase (which has been mentioned) is 
the right answer. Some said “perhaps it 
should be more.” Others advanced the 
theory that it might be desirable to base 
increased retired pay on the overall mili- 
tary pay increases rather than on the 
cost-of-living feature. Most were agreed 
that their views on this subject are un- 
likely to change as a result of future 
testimony. 


Retain Longevity 

Q—Are you in favor of retaining, elim- 
inating or modifying the present lon- 
gevity system? 

A-—Eleven members said they would 
like to see some form of longevity criteria 
retained in the pay system. One member 
was undecided. Of the 11 who favor the 
longevity system, several indicated that 
it might be possible to “phase it out” 
gradually over a period of years, but then 
were adamant in their belief that the 
system cannot be brought to an abrupt 
halt as recommended by Mr. Cordiner. 
One member conveyed the views of sev- 
eral others when he said he is “opposed 
to any frontal attack” on longevity and 
“it would be a serious mistake to abolish 
it outright.” Others said it may be pos- 
sible to continue a form of longevity by 
adding additional step-in-grade increases 
to the Pentagon proposal. 


Count All Pay For Retirement 
Q—tThe active duty supplemental pay 
proposed by the Defense Department 
would not be counted for retirement pay 
purposes. Chairman Kilday has men- 
tioned that it is essential for active duty 
pay and retirement pay to maintain a 
closer relationship. On that basis, are you 
in favor of counting the active duty sup- 
plement for retirement pay purposes? 
A—Six members said they are opposed 
to the Defense Department’s plan to

VETERANS TESTIFY 


The American Legion, Reserve Offi- 
cers Association and the Disabled Officers 
Association added their support to the 
military pay bill on 26 February, but 
urged the Kilday House Armed Services 
Subcommittee to make a number of 
changes in the proposal. 

Col. William Doyle said the American 
Legion favored higher pay for top offi- 
cers proposed by the Cordiner Commit- 
tee, rather than the reduced amount 
asked by the Pentagon. The Legion also 
urged that the pay plan be amended to 
authorize payment under the new scales 
for officers who are called to active duty 
for only 30 days. 

Col. John T. Carlton, Executive Di- 
rector of the Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion, said his organization also “vehe- 
mently objects” to this provision of the 
bill. The ROA said it favored increases 
for retired personnel and increased quar- 
ters allowances for all military person- 
nel. 

The ROA said it feared that the pro- 
posed proficiency pay system “may give 
disproportionate incentive to  techni- 
cians” and result in “cavalier treatment 
of the fighting man.” 

G. D. Tilghman, National Adjutant of 
the Disabled Officers Association, urged 
the Committee to restore the disability 
retirement system in effect prior to 1949. 
Under that plan disabled members of 
the Armed Forces received 75 per cent 
of their base pay upon retirement.

Oppose Pay Spread 

Q—tThe Defense Department proposes 
to phase the new pay increases in over 
a period of four years, are you in favor 
of this method of putting the plan into 
operation? 

A—Five members said the raises should 
not be delayed but should be given im- 
mediately. In the words of one member, 
“They are either worth it, or they are 
not.” Two said if the phase-in plan is 
adopted, the first increase “has to be 
dramatic” or the phase-in period has to 
be speeded up. Three members favored 
the phase-in proposal and two are un- 
decided. 


Favor Higher Pay For Top Officers 

Q—The Cordiner Committee recom- 
mended higher pay for senior officers 
than that recommended by the Defense 
Department. Are you in favor of the 
Cordiner proposals or those put forward 
by the Pentagon? 

A—Seven members said they are in- 
clined to go along with the Cordiner 
Committee recommendations. Only one 
member favored the Defense Department 
rates. Two members said they believe 
both proposals are a little high, and one 
of the two suggested that it might be 
desirable to put the pay of top generals 
and admirals more in line with the pay 
of Congressmen ($22,500). Two members 
were undecided. 


Want Proficiency Fey Pay Legislation 
Q—Chairman Kilday has asked t the De- 
fense Department witnesses whether 
they believe it would be desirable to pro- 
vide specific language in the pay bill au- 
thorizing the Service Secretaries to es- 
tablish proficiency pay according to the 
needs of their individual Services. Do 
you believe the committee should write 
such language into the pay bill? 
A—Ten members favor such action. A 
number of them pointed out, however, 
that it probably would not be wise to 
spell out every detail, since the four 
Services each have different require- 
ments.

needs.” Unless the Armed Forces launch 
a pay-for-merit system, he declared, “we 
are not going to succeed.” 

Secretary McElroy said the “severe 
monetary sacrifices” which top officers 
and enlisted men are forced to ask of 
their families must be eliminated. 

General Maxwell D. Taylor, Army Chief 
of Staff; General Thomas D. White, Air 
Force Chief of Staff; Admiral Arleigh A. 
Burke, Chief of Naval Operations, and 
General Randolph McCall Pate, Comman- 
dant of the Marine Corps, all agreed on 
the need to increase the pay of retired 
members of the Armed Forces and to as- 
sure that retired pay is properly related 
to active duty pay. 


“Genteel Poverty” For Retired 

General Taylor said young officers see 
too many retired families living in “gen- 
teel poverty.” 

All four of the Service Chiefs also said 
they favor immediate implementation of 
the pay increases rather than the four- 
year phase-in contemplated by the Pen- 
tagon proposal. They spoke up strongly 
for higher pay for top officers, noting 
that it is essential for young officers to 
be able to look up the advancement 
ladder and see brighter opportunities. 


General Taylor stressed the need for 
higher quality combat leaders than in 
WWII. Admiral Burke told of serious 
shortages of Line lieutenants on surface 
ships. 

General White talked of the need for 
increased rental allowances and sharply 
criticized the phase-in feature of the pay 
bill. General Pate said the Marine Corps 
has a special problem in its enlisted grade 
structure because Marine corporals are 
non-commissioned officers. He said there 
is a need to overhaul the proposed step-in- 
grade increases for the lower enlisted 
grades. 


Service Secretaries Give Views 

Secretary of the Navy Thomas S. Gates 
told the Kilday Subcommittee, “Without 
the right kind of people, intelligent, de- 
voted and well trained, everything else 
is nothing.” He said many Navy men love 
the Navy and “it is not fair, and it is not 
intelligent, to make these people choose 
between the Navy and a reasonable stand- 
ard of living for themselves and their 
families.” 

Secretary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker declared that inducements for 
civilian life “offer formidable competi- 
tion.” He said the Army not only needs 
technicians and trained, skilled men but 
also “resourceful combat leaders of all 
grades.” He held out the promise of more 
stabilized assignments for Army person- 
nel and said the Army is “developing an 
enlisted evaluation system” which will 
aid in better identification and utiliza- 
tion of enlisted skills, and which “will 
permit competition for advancement on 
an Army-wide basis.” He said the new 
system will be used to select non-commis- 
sioned officers for the new E-8 and E-9 
grades. 

Secretary of the Air Force James H. 
Douglas told the committee that man- 
power is the Air Force’s “most valuable 
asset.” He said the U. S. had indicated 
its willingness to pay the price to get 
modern weapons systems, but he doesn’t 
“believe we have applied the same phi- 
losophy in attracting and retaining the 
people we need.” 


Secretary Douglas said the proportion 
of Air Force personnel who are tech- 





nically trained is growing at a fast rate Sec re 
and as missile units become operationalf cis, j:
